Washington, Sept. 22.—The Sen- 


ate commerce committee, 
carrying 


out the instruction 
of 
the 
upper 


ho\!se of congress, 
today 
began 


drafting a substitute for the $34,- 
00.1,000 rivers and harbors bill. The 
new measure is to carry a lump ap- 
propriation of $20.000,000 to be ex- 
pended at the discretion of the war 
department on existing 
waterways 


projects. 


The action of the Senate in rec- 


ommending the bill, by a vote of 27 
to 2*5, ended the 
fight 
over 
the 


measure and was a victory for Sena- 
tor Burton of Ohio, who had 
led 


such a determined filibuster against 
it. 
It was accomplished by sixteen 


Democrats, who 
rebelled 
against 


party leadership. 
The motion 
for 


recommittal was made by Senator 
Bankhead, of Alabama, a Democrat, 
when it seemed likely that a substi- 
tute ottered by Senator Burton for 
the $34,000,003 committee measure 
would be supported by 
Democrats 


who had championed the latter. Sen- 
ator Simmons of North 
Carolina, 


made a futile fight for the commit- 
tee's bill. 


The bill that was rejected, when 


it first was reported to the com- 
merce committee, called for appro- 
priations amounting to $53,000,000 
but as the result of opposition this 
was reduced to $24,000,000 several 
weeks ago by the committee. 


The commerce committee formal- 


ly reported a new measure providing 
$20,000,900 to be spent by the army 
engineers. No prolonged discussion 
was expected in the Senate but how 
the House would receive the reduc- 
tion of nearly $35,000,000 could not 
be predicted. ..
